^- "Within a very few weeks the rate- 
I payers will once more be called on to 
y select a Mayor and City Council to 
'serve for the year 1879. It therefore 
b«copaes the duty of all who are inter- 
ested in. the: judidoas< management of 
ciyiolaffaira to mate strenuous exer- 
tioSs -without delay to induce good 
men to offer themselves as candidates. 
It is almost needless to point out that 
the well-being and prosperity of any 
city must, in a great measure, depend 
on the manner in which its revenue is 
coUiscted and disbursed, and especially 
on the efficiency of the administration 
of its sanitary by-lawa In all com- 
munities the preservation of the public 
health is paramount to every otlier 
matter, for it is apparent that without 
hes^th progress is as impossible with the 
commtinity as with the individual. 
Sad evidences of this fact are the cities 
of the "sunny South" visited last sum- 
mer by that terrible scourge — yellow 
fever. Sanitary measures therefore 
are entitled to first consideration; and 
■whilst it is grntifying to be able to state 
that, during the year which is now fast 
driawing to a close, this city has escaped 
the visitation of any serious endemic, 
wodonotknowthat wo can attribute that 
piece of good fortune to any extraor- 
dinary efforts on tlio part of the Coun- 
cil to preserve cleanliness of streets and 
sewers. The fact is ntlributable rather 
to providential and climatic causes, for 
when summer was at its height com- 
plaints as to the condition of gutters 
and the malaria produced therefrom 
were by no means infrequent. The 
city, however, escaped comparatively 
unscathed and the community is thank- 
ful. The past twelve months in many 
respects constitute an era in the annals 
of the city wliich is in several respects 
an important one. During that period 
proceedings of interest have taken place 
at the meetings of tl>o Council, notably 
amongst them being the conflicts con- 
cerning the erection of the City Hall. 
It 'is'not bur intention to review those 
debates; nor shall we now refer to the 
conduct of either of the opposing parties. 
The City Hall has been erected and it is 
now to bo hoped time will prove that 
the outlay of so large an amount of 
money which was taken from one year's 
revenue was justifiable. The public 
market it may be ivell to observe ap- 
pears to have been lost sight of — whe- 
ther intentionally or not those members 
of the Council who pledged themselves to 
the institution in conjunction with the 
Hall can best stace. The ratepayers 
will probably hear more of the matter 
should those gentlemen seek re-oloction 
next month. Another matter to which 
it seems necessary to allude is the man- 
ner in which the Pound By-law has 
been dealt with by the Council. It 
will b<s remembered a popular vote on 
the question as to what should be con- 
sidered the pound limits was taken and 
it was decided that tlio City boundary 
lines should be regarded as such. At a 
subsequent meeting of the Council it 
was ordered that the by-law should 
take effect on Nov, 1st last, but it never 
came into operation and, notwithstand- 
ing the popular, vote, is to-day to all in- 
tents and purposes a dead letter. This 
appears to be rather a liigh-lianded pro- 
ceeding and very like defying the vox 
populi. The by-law may be good or it 
may be bad. Tlio people apjjrovcd of 
it and they naturally expected their 
mandates to be obeyed. The question 
will doubtless ho one on which 
candidates at the coming election will 
be asked to express themselves very 
clearly. With respect to wliat may be 
termed the "gas difliculty,'' it must be 
conceded on all sides that it is gratify- 
ing to know the misunderstanding has, 
temporarily at least, beenrectified by con- 
cessions ))y both parties. It is to be 
hoped that the people of the Capital of 
the Province will not again be subject- 
to the inconveni'jnce experienced for 
several months by darkness of tlio 
streets. In the matter of finance the 
ratepayers acted with considerable gen- 
erosity to the Council by sanctioning 
the $20,000 loan, but notwithstanding 
the fact that they had this extra sum at 
their command it is understood that 
they will not leave office clear of debt. 
It is true, however, that largo sums 
have been expended on the City Hall 
and Water Works, but heavy expendi- 
ture" in excess of revenue is a financial 
system which must eventually press 
harshly on the ratepayers. We have 
thus briefly alluded to a few of the 
pominent parts plnyed in tlio civic 
arena by the outgoing Council, and it 
is for the people to consider whether 
they approve or disapprove of the man- 
ner in which they were enacted. In 
urging good men to offer themselves 
for election or re election the public 
will be studying its own interest and 
taking a step to promote the material 
and, let us hope, permanent prosperity 
of the city. 

PRINCE EN WARD ISLAND 
LEGISLATURE. 



.At itho recent Legislative Council 
eleptions in Prince Edward Island the 
issue was complicated by an agitation 
in favor of abolishing the Council alto- 
gether. The number of seats contested 
was seven, of which four were won by 
supporters and three by opponents of 
the present Local Goyernment. As 
two of , the , Opposition; ImembCT^^ 
are" ple^g4d to " the abolition' ■ of the 
Council, there is every i-eason to sup- 
pose that but for the complication caus- 
ed by this question the Government 
would have been more fully sustained. 
As at prestnt constituted, the Legisla- 
tive Council stands seven to six in fav- 
or of the Government, And eight to five 
against its own abolition.

Li BegblejT ^ J^i^ Dawson, one of Cariboo's earliest 
and^nfoit'sticcessful miners, died some two 
years ago at . Brooklyn, N. Y. ; but the 
news of his (^jth.;omy recently .reached 
this city. Therblire some rather interest- 
ing circumstances in connection with his 
early life. Arriving hero in the days of tho 
gold fever, ho proceeded to Cariboo and 
became a partner with Abbott and Jor- 
dan in the celebrated " Abbott" claim lo- 
cated on William Creek. It was in this 
claim the l)luo clay, which previously had 
been looked upon as bed-rock, was sunk 
througli. A "sump hole" was on a certain 
d.ay required and tho company cut 
through the clay. Out of that hole no 
loss than 50 ounces of gold were taken. 
Tho claim paid very handsomely and in 
1803 Dawson left for tho East, taking with 
him §CO,000. At New York he invested 
in green-backs at 40 cents, and then pro- 
ceeding to Brooklyn, bought up real es- 
tate wiion tho market was very low. His 
property rapidly increased in vivluo and it 
is reported that lio died a millionaire. 
His wife is also dead, but two children 
are left behind to whom the fortune has 
reverted.

London, Dec. 12. — In tho Ifouso of 
Commons to-day SirHtallbrd Nortlicoto, 
replying to .any inquiry in reference 
to his statement that the Russian en- 
voy had left Cabul, said he had since 
l)cen given to understand that only tlio 
Russian envoy, not the Russian mission, 
had been withdrawn from Cabul. 

Oi. rETEKSBrTRo,N'ov..n — A Timm' 
Berlin correspondent says that the con- 
fidential coniniunication from Germany, 
of which Bourke, Under Foreign Sec- 
retary, recently informed the British 
liou.'ic of Commons, was received in 
September and was a proposal that 
England should assume a protectorate 
over Constantinople and occuj)y certain 
neighboring positions as the price for 
permitting tho unification of Bulgaria 
ami Rouinelia. The con'ospondent as- 
sorts that negotiations on tho subject 
still contiiiue.s. 

A somi-oincial statement publislied 
here asserts that tlie reconstruction of 
the Turkish ministry is an indication 
of favorable progress in negotiations for 
a definitive treaty. Russia only de- 
sires full and complete peace in con- 
formity with tlie treaty of Berlin. 

Ho.me, Dec. 11. — 'i'he Chamber of 
Deputies, by .a vote of 257 to 185, re- 
jected n motion expressing confidence in 
the ability of the Government of main- 
taining order with liberty. The Cajntale 
as.serts that the ministry will ask the 
King to dissolve parliament. This, 
however, is contradicted in parliamen- 
tary circles. 

Coi'ENiiAOE.v, Dec. 12.- — The Gov- 
ernment has telegraphed the Governor 
of Santa Cruz to grant the administra- 
tion loans, not exceeding 500,000 
crowns, for the purpose of restoring 
sugar plantations. 

Madrid, Dec, 12. — Premit^r Cenovias 
del f'astcllo, replying to an energetic 
protest of Basque deputies, declared 
that a state of siege would be maintain- 
ed in the Basciue provinces ns long as 
the agitation continued, and that the 
law abolishing fucros will be carried 
out to the utmost, (l('si)ite the passive 
resistance. These declai'ations cau.se a 
marked sensation in political circles. 

Constantinople, Dec. 12. — Tlio 
American consul has made three appli- 
cations for the release of Romer. He 
was informed that Homer was a party 
to a conspiracy in 1SG8 in Syria, but 
as his arrest was contrary to the treaty 
tho Vizier ordered Romer to be deliv- 
ered to the consul for trial. The Min- 
ister of Police requested a remand of 
the prisoner until to-day. The consul 
protested and will apply again to-day 
for tho cu.stody of Romer. 

The new budget .shows that the 
revenue of the empire is sixteen million 
Turkish pounds. The Russians have 
decided to leave 50,000 men in Bul- 
gaiia and concentrate all troops in ex- 
cess of that number at Adrianoplo 
until a definite treaty is 'concluded. 

Tiic British ambassador contradicts a 
report that he is negotiating an ad- 
ditional treaty with Turkey. 

London, Dec. 10. — In the House of 
Lords this evening tord Oronbrook, 
Secretary of State for India, on moving 
a resolution that the expenses of the 



cial year. He declared t'lat the Gov- 
frument assumed full responsibility for 
,Lbrd^X<^<^D|and that there was not 
TOoni'for'hotli'-England and Russia in 
Afghanistan. The Ameer's letter was 
no answer to England's'ultimatum, but 
a mere evasion, England must he para- 
mount in Afgluuiistan. Tliere must be 
a friendly janitor to the doors of India 
or England must hold tho key itself. 

Viscount Halifax moved an aiueud- 
ment censuring the Goyernmenb of 
Lord Lawrence, formerly' ' Gov'ernor- 
Gciioral of India, and dcpreeat- 
cil the pushing forward of tlie 
frontier under any circumstances. Ho 
thought the war should be concluded 
speedily. Nothing should be exacted 
from tlie Afghans, and they .should bo 
assured of aid against foreign invasion. 
If Engbind did not pay all tho coats of 
the war there would be indignation and 
despair in India. Lord Derby said 
that the Govornniont in only summon- 
ing Parliament after war was declared 
])laced tho country, which professed to 
be self-governing, in a peculiar position. 
He ])ointed to tho dift'erence in tho 
Government's attitude towards tlio 
Ameer of Afghanistan and towards 
Russia. Ho was of the opinion that 
there had never been any clear wish to 
avoid tlie war that was not uncoaneot- 
ed with projects for rectification of tlie 
frontier. Lord Carnarvon said that 
the war was declared irreconcilable 
with any idea of justice and the policy in 
furtherance of \yhicli it iiad been un- 
dertaken. It was dangerous and de- 
lusive. Debate adjourned. 

In the House of Lords Earl Grey 
re-opened the debate in behidf of tho 
Opposition. Lord Cairns replied and 
defended the constitutionality of the 
Government's action, and spoke ap- 
provingly of the policy advocated by 
Lord Ijawrence that Russia should bo 
notified tliat any interference with the 
afliiirs of Afghanistan would be a casus 
belli. Lords Selbourno and Rijion at- 
tacked the Government. Lord Hough- 
Ion (Liberal) defended the Government. 
Lord Beaconsticld warmly attacked the 
Opposition's miserable criticisms of 
eight months ago when a war between 
England and Russia was more than 
probable. Russia's preparations were 
admissablo from her jioint of view, but, 
those preparations iiaving shown the 
vulnerability of the present Indian 
frontier?, it was impossibo to leave 
things as they formerly were. Russia, 
since the di.s.sipation of her fears of war 
had done everything to make honorable 
amends to England. Her conduct had 
been very difi'eront from the Ameer's. 
Her Majesty's govornniont -would have 
been quite content if the Ameer had 
admitted the British resident. LordBea- 
consfield denied that lie had ever said 
a rectification of the frontiers was the 
object of the war, but it would be the 
consequence thereof.
